When the zeale of Phinees killed Zimrs 
and. Cosby, becauſe they detiled Gods com-

_ ferate the delinquents? when Elm mocked 
the Prieſts of *Baal,and bade them cry lovv- 
der, though they launched themſelues till 
the bloud came : was he condemned? nay, 
did he leaue ſo? no, no; hee committed 
them to ſtaughter, and God in his wrath 


fent a vengeance vpon them : thus Jebu was 


his inſtrument ; thus Dagon fell, when Gods 
Arke came into the Temple; thus Sampſon 
killed 2000. at his death; and thus did all 
the true Prophets deale with the mightie

and the world vnderſtands, or atleait is made 
ro vnderſtand, that there is a tolleration of Reli- 
gionin;England, and that the Maſle is PREY il 
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likewiſe from re in to the denils forge of lyin | 
and calumniarion: and after all this, many other 
remarkable things were. obſerned amongſt vs, 
tending tothe abufe of Religion, piety, and the 
whole gouernment : yea, the Papitts rhemſclnes' 
are aſhamed of ſotne particulars, reſembling the-

Fourrhly,that many papiſticall 
2a0or ihr crucifixes ray pub- 
likely ſold, and endured amongit vs, with much 
nbbing and oltentation oa their {ide; Filtly, 
thar divers Jeluices djurlt cake aduantage of thar 
diſaſtrous accident, which fell vpon the feriuans 
of God DoGtor Sutton drowned comming from 
Newcaitle,yyhereupon they boalted to ſome La- 
dies and Gendewomen, that che ſea had fought 
for them,and {wallowed vp lo great an encmie, 
and hereticke to the Church of God. Sixdy, they 
had folemne maſſe and ſeruice by the way of 
thank(giuing, that che Catholicke cauſe, as they 
termedat, did thriue fo well, and wt Foam 
was 10 | agated inEn d.Laitof: 5 bo» 
toyced rat ro wo thinke, what ett 
tertainment pefurious prielts, and ignorapt Te: 
ſuites had in England, with reverend placing 
and precedency onerSuperiours, with inuitation 
and: accates farre beyond. their greateſt Lords, 
and withall mannier of pleatures, ourftripping 
their-ovene contecures,and expeRation;where- 
another euories [the better ſort deale wich 
an; as/yvedde with-our poore valearned, and 
rcadmg miniſters, make ſport with them,or vis | 
them jnthe ficad Fa Sthoolemaſters. 
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Now for all theſe glorious flouriſhes, and 
peeſia ous boaſtings, fuming out of the 
 dunghill of pride, ſelfe-loue;and ignorance;there 
wanted nor ſome judicious papilts , that clofed 
with them in this manner © Thar it wastrue in- 
deed, that their Maſſes were worthy celebrari-' 
ons, their Lithurgy had extraordinary paſlages, 
and their ceremonies exceeded for brauery;; but 


yet they wanted the eſſential point of' religion, 


which was preaching, and the only meanes of 


conuerſ1on of foules: to which Fiſher the Teſuite 
|  an{wered, that though indeed it was not com- 


mon amoneglt them, as requiring both learning, 

+ ſtudie, and induſtry,vhich cuery religious man 
. /Was not Capable of, yet had they beene extraor- 
dinarie indulgent, for thar alſo, and that when 
hepkaſed he ſhould heare and be acquainted 
vvith their exerciſes, and preaching,. -yea ſuch 
rarely qualified men were conſecrated to this 
urpoſe , that the Proteſtants came as farre 
= of them, as a Maſſe-Prielt 'to the Fa- 
thers of the Church ; yea, ſome of them had 
giftes of illumination, and vere able to rauilh 
and catch any ſoule in theworld;and with that 
he named'' two brothers; ' Dries ,- Gentle- 
men borne, and taking orders vpon them, who 
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were brought vp in the Colledge of Doway be- 
yond the Scas Yr” whom = Dewy had 
compoſed a tragicke Comedy of Alared, or A4l- 
fred fornetime King of England , in a well writ- 
ren Latine phraſe ,:and dedicated ir ro Count 
Gondamar.t 62.0. As allo a pleaſant Comedie 
called Death and the Diuet, by which a reafo- 
nable man nught 1udge of their pregnancie, and 
ſufhciencie to any'imployment : bur- eſpeciall 
now. more deuoutly gen, hee ſhould as "ry + 
wonder at ther ſanQtity and piety, as their wir 
and other excellent 27-4 : one of whom was 
on Sundayes to ſupply the place-of a Predicans 

e/in the Blacke Friers : - all 
which, when the Gentleman had fully-ynder- 
ſtood, he ſeemed to.apprehend-ir,with ge
